Vconditions, the twelve Federal Rc- 
serve Banks of the I’nited States 
£ have shown a rapid growth. 
A 
comparison of the resources and 
liabilities reported at the close of 
business August Hi, 1918, with sim­ 
ilar reports made August 17, 1917, 
shows a remarkable increase in 
tin* strength of the Federal Re­ 
serve System. 
Total resources in the year more 
than doubled, amounting to $2.- 
048,442,(MX) then and to $4,232,- 
384.000 now. 
This increase was 
caused principally by tin* tremen­ 
dous expansion of the bank’s dis­ 
count business, which
